The  statistics  effort  at  the  Law  Enforcement  Assist¬ 
ance  Administration  has  recently  been  reorganized  with 
the  Statistics  Division  and  the  Systems  Development  Di¬ 
vision  being  combined  into  a  single  entity:  the  National 
Criminal  Justice  Information  and  Statistics  Service. 
George  E.  Hall  has  been  named  Acting  Assistant  Ad¬ 
ministrator  of  LEAA  responsible  for  NCJISS. 

The  Service  has  the  responsibility  for  "developing 
timely  national  data  and  for  the  development  of  pro¬ 
grams  to  encourage  the  uniform  development  of  statistics 
needed  to  plan  rationally  for  crime  reduction  and  the 
information  needed  for  the  effective  operation  of  agen¬ 
cies  involved  in  the  anticrime  effort.  Fortunately  a  great 
deal  of  basic  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  identi¬ 
fication  of  criminal  justice  needs.  The  reports  of  the 
President’s  Crime  Commission  in  1967,  the  1968  Cen¬ 
sus  Bureau  Report  on  Needs  for  Criminal  Justice  Statis¬ 
tics  and  the  1972  National  Commission  of  Criminal  Jus¬ 
tice  Standards  and  Goals  are  among  the  more  significant 
efforts  which  have  addressed  this  problem.  However, 
these  efforts  are  not  adequate  for  program  planning  and 
NCJISS  must  constantly  update  the  inventory  of  crim¬ 
inal  justice  requirements.  Several  mechanisms  are  in¬ 
volved  here,  Project  SEARCH,  the  work  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Law  Enforcement  and  Criminal  Justice,  in¬ 
put  from  the  LEAA  regions,  and  the  research  efforts  of 
the  NCJISS  staff  itself  are  all  involved  in  the  constant 
updating  of  these  needs. 

To  develop  programs  to  address  needs  which  have 
been  identified,  the  Service  must  be  aware  of  all  recent 
developments  in  relevant  technology  and  methodology. 
Through  an  integrated  information-gathering  program, 

^  *giin  involving  many  outside  groups,  the  Service  identi¬ 
fies  important  new  developments. 

Statistics  Division  History  and  Programs 

The  Statistics  Division,  formerly  the  National  Criminal 
Justice  Statistics  Center,  was  established  in  late  1969.  Its 
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mandate  was  to  develop  measures  of  crime  and  its  impact 
on  society,  to  gather  and  disseminate  data  on  the  criminal 
justice  system  and  the  administration  of  justice,  and  to 
provide  whatever  other  data  would  be  necessary  for  ef¬ 
fective  programs  to  reduce  crime  and  delinquency. 

In  order  to  measure  crime  and  assess  its  impact  on 
society,  the  Division  has  undertaken  a  number  of  general 
population  surveys.  The  first  of  these  were  undertaken 
in  San  Jose,  California,  and  Dayton,  Ohio,  in  1971. 
These  were  so-called  pilot  cities  in  which  the  Law  En¬ 
forcement  Assistance  Administration  was  operating  spe¬ 
cial  programs  to  reduce  crime  and  improve  the  criminal 
justice  system.  Preliminary  reports  from  these  surveys 
have  been  distributed  and  a  general  publication  is  now 
in  preparation.  These  cities  were  also  used  to  conduct 
research  on  survey  methodology.  The  results  of  some  of 
this  research  are  available  in  "San  Jose  Methods  Test  of 
Known  Crime  Victims,"  Statistics  Technical  Report  No. 
1,  June  1972. 

The  Statistics  Division’s  largest  statistical  program  is 
the  National  Crime  Panel  (NCP),  a  nationwide  survey 
of  individuals  and  businesses,  which  will  regularly  pro¬ 
vide  statistical  data  on  the  incidence  of  common  crime, 
its  cost,  the  characteristics  of  victims,  and  the  characteris¬ 
tics  of  criminal  elements.  During  the  period  1969  to  the 
present,  the  survey  and  sample  design  were  completed, 
a  number  of  methodological  tests  conducted,  and  monthly 
interviewing  initiated.  Beginning  in  August  1973,  the 
Statistics  Division  will  begin  publishing  quarterly  indices 
of  change  from  the  survey.  "The  first  detailed  annual 
report  will  be  ready  for  publication  at  the  end  of  1974. 

The  Division  is  also  attempting  to  improve  the  statis¬ 
tics  derived  from  crimes  known  to  the  police.  One  of  its 
major  grant  programs  is  designed  to  encourage  states  to 
assume  the  responsibility  for  the  collection  and  quality 
control  of  the  Uniform  Crime  Report.  To  aid  this  effort, 
the  division  has  produced  and  published  rigorous  audit 


procedures  for  UCR.  These  activities  are  coordinated 
very  closely  with  the  FBI. 

A  related  recent  activity  is  a  Project  to  Develop  a 
Standardized  Crime  Report  System.  This  project  will 
provide  a  state-of-the-art  review  of  existing  police  record 
keeping  systems  and  will  develop  a  model  reporting 
system  which  concentrates  on  capturing  information  use¬ 
ful  for  all  sectors  of  the  criminal  justice  system.  The 
model  development  stage  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
the  fall  of  1973  when  the  second  phase  of  implementing 
a  prototype  of  the  system  is  scheduled  to  begin. 

The  division  is  working  closely  with  other  parts  of 
the  LEAA  to  develop  techniques  for  the  utilization  of 
crime  data  for  planning.  This  crime-oriented  planning 
activity  is  aimed  at  the  development  of  specific  programs 
to  reduce  crime  and  delinquency.  The  division  has  pub¬ 
lished  one  document  on  data  utilization  and  continues 
to  work  on  new  methodology. 

The  Criminal  Justice  System. — Another  major  division 
priority  has  been  to  develop  data  to  describe  the  criminal 
justice  system  accurately.  Several  studies  have  been  con¬ 
ducted  and  published,  others  are  now  underway,  and 
additional  ones  are  in  the  planning  stage. 

In  February  1971,  the  1970  Jail  Census  was  completed 
and  published.  That  census  established  for  the  first  time 
the  number  of  local  jails  in  the  nation  and  provided 
information  on  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  facilities 
and  the  number  of  inmates  and  employees.  In  September 
1972,  the  advance  report  of  the  Court  Organization  Sur¬ 
vey  was  released.  This  survey  identified  the  nation’s 
courts  and  described  the  various  divisions,  departments, 
special  sub-units,  in  each  court  system,  jurisdiction  at 
each  level,  distribution  of  workload,  administrative  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  location  of  records  and  reports  of  court 
activity. 

During  the  period  1969  to  the  present,  a  number  of 
reports  were  produced  from  the  Statistics  Division’s 
statistical  series.  All  of  these  series  are  expected  to  con¬ 
tinue  at  least  through  the  end  of  Fiscal  1974.  Among 
these  was  the  Directory  of  Criminal  Justice  Agencies 
which  lists  criminal  justice  agencies  across  the  country. 
'The  Directory  was  first  published  in  1972  and  will  be 
updated  periodically  with  revised  annual  publications 
scheduled. 

The  continuing  Criminal  Justice  Employment  and  Ex¬ 
penditure  Survey  was  published  annually  during  this 
period,  presenting  statistics  on  expenditures  and  em¬ 
ployment  for  the  various  sectors  of  the  criminal  justice 
system  for  states,  and  large  cities  and  counties. 


In  January  1971,  the  Statistics  Division  assumed  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  National  Prisoner  Statistics  program 
begun  in  1926  by  the  Bureau  of  Prisons.  At  the  present 
time,  summary  reports  for  1968,  1969  and  1970  have 
been  published,  presenting  population  counts  by  sex,  by 
state.  Also,  a  1970  detailed  report  was  published  pre. 
senting  data  on  admissions  and  releases  in  state  institu¬ 
tions.  A  1971  summary  report  is  being  tabulated. 

The  Uniform  Parole  Reports  also  became  the  respoosi- 
bility  of  the  Statistics  Division  during  1972.  'This  series 
produces  periodic  newsletters  throughout  the  year  deal¬ 
ing  with  diverse  aspects  of  parole,  for  example,  the 
January  1972  newsletter  presented  the  results  of  a  2-yeat  I 
follow  up  of  parole  outcomes. 

Other  projects  sponsored  by  the  Statistics  Division  are 
currently  underway.  The  Juvenile  Detention  and  Cor¬ 
rection  Facility  Survey  is  examining  the  physical  charac¬ 
teristics  of  such  local  facilities  and  is  scheduled  f« 
publication  by  the  end  of  1972.  Another  underway 
project  is  the  Survey  of  Inmates  of  Local  Jails  whidi  b 
being  conducted  in  a  sample  of  the  Icxral  jails  identified 
during  the  1970  Jail  Census.  The  results  of  this  follow¬ 
up  are  scheduled  for  publication  in  the  Spring  of  1973 
and  will  present  socio-demographic  characteristics  of  the 
inmates. 

There  are  a  number  of  programs  scheduled  for  initia¬ 
tion  during  fiscal  years  1973  and  1974.  One  of  these  is  a 
Follow-up  Survey  of  Inmates  in  Juvenile  Detention  and 
Correction  Facilities  which  will  concentrate  on  the  social 
and  economic  characteristics  of  the  inmates.  Another  b 
a  Census  of  State  Prisons  which  will  concentrate  on  the 
physical  characteristics  of  the  prison  with  an  accompany¬ 
ing  follow-up  Survey  of  Inmates  of  State  Prisons.  An¬ 
other  important  project  is  a  Survey  of  Criminal  Justici 
Employees  which  will  provide  statistics  on  the  demo¬ 
graphic,  socio-economic,  and  educational  characteristics 
of  state  and  local  employees.  'These  data  will  provide 
valuable  input  for  various  agency  programs  such  as  the 
Law  Enforcement  Educational  Program  and  related  train¬ 
ing  programs  as  well  as  activities  such  as  civil  rights 
compliance. 

Finally,  now  that  information  is  available  from  die 
Court  Organization  Survey,  the  National  Court  Statistics 
Program  can  begin.  'This  program  will  result  in  the 
establishment  of  a  national  data  collection  program  for 
state  courts  of  general  jurisdiction,  state  appellate  courts, 
and  courts  of  limited  jurisdiction.  Data  will  be  provided 
on  the  number  of  cases  presented,  the  number  of  disposi¬ 
tions  by  type,  and  trial  outcomes  and  sentences.  Later 
the  program  will  be  expanded  to  cover  statistics  on 
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(jurgcs,  charge  reductions,  pleas,  plea  bargaining,  type 
of  defense  and  delay  in  the  judicial  process.  Also  it  is 
expected  that  special  studies  will  be  conducted  on  such 
topics  as  the  use  of  bail  versus  recognizance,  grand  jury 
indictments,  preventive  detention,  pre-sentence  reports, 
the  use  of  fines,  diagnostic  commitments,  recidivism, 
incidence  of  indigency  in  courts  and  other  selected 
subjects. 

The  Administration  of  Justice.  One  of  the  most  severe 
handicaps  facing  criminal  justice  planners  and  others 
concerned  with  crime  and  the  administration  of  justice 
is  die  paucity  of  data  available  to  measure  the  justice 
process.  Information  on  system  rates  (i.e.,  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  persons  arrested  who  are  ultimately  convicted), 
and  time  delays  (i.e.,  months  from  arrest  to  trial)  is  not 


now  generally  available.  This  kind  of  data  combined  with 
information  on  the  characteristics  of  offenders  is  essential. 

One  of  the  major  priorities  of  the  Statistics  Division 
since  1969  has  been  the  development  of  such  a  system. 
Miifh  of  this  work  has  been  done  through  Project 
SEARCH,  a  50-state  consortium  established  to  conduct 
research  and  development  in  statistics,  information  sys¬ 
tems  and  other  technology. 

A  grant  was  given  to  five  states  under  the  SEARCH 
umbrella  to  implement  this  statistical  program,  which  is 
now  known  as  the  Offender-Based  Transaction  Statistics 
Program  (OBTS).  This  program  developed  a  model 
OBTS  system  including  the  necessary  computer  software, 
identification  of  necessary  data  elements,  and  imple¬ 
mented  the  model  as  a  prototype  system  in  five  partici¬ 
pating  states.  The  prototype  was  then  evaluated  to 
provide  other  states  with  concise  guidelines  for  the 
development  and  implementation  of  offender-based  sta¬ 
tistical  systems.  At  the  present  time,  two  states  are  fully 
operational  with  a  number  of  additional  states  expected 
to  be  operative  during  the  period  1973-74. 

Sew  Directions  in  Criminal  Justice  Statistics. — ^The 
philosophy  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Adminis¬ 
tration  is  to  encourage  states  and  local  governments  to 
increase  their  capabilities  to  produce  and  analyze  the 
data  they  need  for  criminal  justice  planning,  monitoring, 
and  evaluation.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  in  early 
1972  the  Administrator  announced  the  Comprehensive 
Data  Systems  (CDS)  program  which  is  a  funding  pro¬ 
gram  aimed  at  upgrading  the  statistical  capabilities  of 
states.  Under  CDS,  participating  states  are  required  to 
establish  a  state  criminal  justice  data  center,  an  offender- 
based  transaction  statistics  system  which  will  trace  of¬ 
fenders  as  they  pass  through  the  criminal  justice  system, 
snd  a  management  and  administrative  statistics  program. 


The  states  are  also  required  to  assume  responsibility  for 
collection  of  Uniform  Crime  Report  data,  and  to  develop 
a  technical  assistance  capability  to  aid  local  levels  of 
government  with  data  problems. 

States  participating  in  this  program  will  supply  data 
to  the  Statistics  Division.  When  the  states  develop  satis¬ 
factory  statistical  programs,  the  division  will  begin  to 
phase  out  some  of  the  national  collection  of  statistics 
of  the  criminal  justice  system.  For  example,  national  data 
on  employment,  expenditures,  the  status  of  jails  and 
prisons  would  be  drawn  from  state  sources. 

Other  Programs. — ^The  division  operates  a  number  of 
programs  to  address  other  criminal  justice  needs.  In 
October  of  1971,  work  began  on  the  development  of  a 
Glossary  of  Criminal  Justice  Terms.  This  Glossary  will 
be  published  in  standard  dictionary  format  in  the  late 
fall  or  winter  of  1973  and  will  present  1,500  operation¬ 
ally  defined  terms  in  use  throughout  the  criminal  justice 
system.  The  project  is  directed  at  improving  the  quality 
of  statistical  reporting  by  providing  standardized  defini¬ 
tions.  A  Criminal  Justice  Statistics  Data  Base  has  been 
in  the  developmental  stage  since  October  1971  and  is 
expected  to  be  operational  within  the  coming  year.  The 
data  base  will  make  massive  amounts  of  statistical  data 
available  on-line  to  criminal  justice  statisticians  and 
planners  throughout  the  nation.  The  data  base  will  also 
provide  the  manipulative  and  statistical  software  neces¬ 
sary  to  handle  the  data. 

During  fiscal  1972,  the  Statistics  Division  funded  a 
grant  to  develop  a  Sourcebook  of  Criminal  Justice  Sta¬ 
tistics.  This  sourcebook,  which  will  be  an  annual  publi¬ 
cation,  will  present  statistics  from  various  sources  in  a 
format  similar  to  the  annual  Statistical  Abstract  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The  first  source- 
book  is  expected  by  the  end  of  1972. 

Systems  Development  Division 

The  Systems  Development  Division  under  NCJISS 
will  have  the  role  of  developing  programs  to  compre¬ 
hensively  address  agency,  local,  state  and  interstate  data 
needs.  These  programs  will  be  organized  in  such  a  way 
as  to  require  the  development  of  projects  to  address  at 
least  minimal  data  needs  at  each  level  of  government. 

Thus  the  division  must  determine  the  mix  of  projects 
which,  taken  together,  constitute  programs  essential  to 
the  operation  of  agencies  involved  in  the  anticrime  effort. 
The  Comprehensive  Data  Systems  (CDS)  program,  be¬ 
cause  of  its  structure  is  a  model  for  the  kinds  of 
programs  the  division  will  produce.  CDS  represents  an 
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effort  to  develop  an  integrated  system  to  address  the 
overall  state  criminal  justice  planning  needs.  Other  single 
funded  multi-project  programs  at  the  state,  local  and 
agency  level  will  be  designed  to  address  a  balanced 
variety  of  needs  simultaneously. 

In  the  past  the  division  has  largely  devoted  its  efforts 
to  identifying  effective  projects  and  to  insuring  the 
transferability  of  such  projects  to  other  criminal  justice 
agencies. 

Perhaps  the  single  most  important  activity  of  the 
division  has  been  the  coordination  of  Project  SEARCH. 
Formed  in  1969  as  a  consortium  of  six  states,  SEARCH 
has  been  a  pioneer  in  the  demonstration  and  implemen¬ 
tation  of  new  technology.  Its  original  goal  was  the 
demonstration  of  the  feasibility  of  the  automated  ex¬ 
change  of  criminal  histories  and  the  development  of  an 
improved  criminal  justice  statistical  program.  These 
activities  were  successfully  accomplished. 

SEARCH  has  now  grown  from  the  six-state  effort  to 
one  encompassing  all  states.  In  the  four  and  one  half 
years  of  its  existence,  SEARCH  has  successfully  carried 
out  programs: 

to  develop  an  offender  based  transaction  statistics 

program  (OBTS); 

to  coordinate  a  feasibility  study  of  satellite  transmis¬ 
sion  of  fingerprints; 

to  conduct  a  feasibility  study  to  determine  the  effective. 

ness  of  holographic  methods  of  fingerprint  analysis. 

In  addition,  SEARCH  developed  a  landmark  series  of 
reports  concerning  the  security  and  privacy  of  criminal 
justice  information  systems. 

At  present  SEARCH  is  actively  pursuing  a  number  of 
other  projects.  A  number  of  programs,  especially  OBTS, 
required  an  effective  state  criminal  identification  function.

SEARCH  is  now  developing  the  criteria  for  a  model 
state  identification  bureau. 


SEARCH  is  also  developing  a  standardized  crime  re¬ 
porting  format.  This  project  should  have  a  direct  impact 
on  the  information  available  to  the  prosecutors,  the 
courts,  corrections  and  statistics  on  crime. 

SEARCH  has  developed  and  will  continue  to  develop 
proposals  for  the  implementation  of  new  technology.  At 
present  a  number  of  proposals  are  under  consideration. 
Among  them  are : 

criminalistic  laboratory  information  system; 
system  for  monitoring  the  utilization  of  jurors; 
juvenile  court  information  system; 
prisoner  accounting  information  system; 
management  information  system  for  statewide  couit 
administration; 

multi-judge  court  information  system. 


In  addition  to  SEARCH,  the  division  is  an  active 
participant  in  the  Urban  Information  Systems  Interagencv 
Committee  (USAC)  program.  This  is  an  interagencv 
program  to  provide  integrated  urban  information  systems. 
The  division  is  particularly  interested  in  the  USAC  pro¬ 
gram  being  carried  out  in  Long  Beach,  California.  The 
Long  Beach  project  is  developing  a  public  safety  infor¬ 
mation  system,  covering  law  enforcement,  fire  and  ambu¬ 
lance  service.  This  program  is  developing  modules 
which  can  be  transferred,  such  as  a  geocoding  subsystem, 
as  well  as  an  overall  information  system.  The  USAC  ef¬ 
fort  may  prove  to  be  the  urban  analog  of  the  SEARCH 
state  programs.  If  so,  it  will  provide  significant  input 
into  future  programs  of  NCJISS. 


Finally,  the  division  is  involved  in  the  setting  of 
standards  for  automatic  data  prcKessing  (ADP)  and  in¬ 
formation  systems.  An  ADP  Policy  Handbook  is  now 
in  draft  form  and  should  be  published  early  in  1973-

SMSA  TASK  FORCE 

Caspar  W.  Weinberger,  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget,  has  named  a  task  force  to 
I  examine  the  present  criteria  for  designating  and  defining 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA’s).  OMB’s 
Chief  Statistician,  Julius  Shiskin,  will  head  the  group. 

I  Mr.  Weinberger  has  requested  the  task  force  to  report 
its  findings  by  March  1,  1973. 

Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  are  designated 
and  defined  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
according  to  formal  published  criteria.  This  designation 
has  provided  the  basis  for  compiling  statistical  informa¬ 
tion  used  in  the  analysis  of  metropolitan  problems.  Since 
1949,  SMSA’s  have  been  a  statistical  tool  of  major 
importance  in  regional  studies.  There  are  now  269  stand¬ 
ard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  based  on  I960  popula¬ 
tion  census  data. 

'  Definitions  of  all  new  SMSA’s  on  a  basis  of  the  1970 
Census  information  will  soon  be  possible.  'The  popula¬ 
tion  counts  for  cities  and  counties  became  available  last 
year.  'The  commuting  rates  between  central  counties  and 
I  surrounding  counties,  which  provide  the  basis  for  de¬ 
termining  the  counties  that  will  be  included  in  an  SMSA, 
became  available  in  recent  months. 

’The  0MB  task  force  will  make  such  recommendations 
"as  it  considers  appropriate”  relating  to: 

1.  Use  of  the  SMSA’s  in  Federal  program  implemen¬ 
tation. 

2.  'The  designation  and  definition  of  other  kinds  of 
areas,  such  as  labor  market  areas,  used  in  statistical 
compilation. 

3.  Qianges  in  criteria  used  to  designate  and  define 
SMSA’s. 

In  announcing  the  formation  of  the  task  force,  Mr. 
>  Weinberger  noted  that  OMB  has  been  receiving  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  inquiries  indicating  that  communities 
ire  being  affected  adversely  by  the  way  in  which  SMSA’s 
'  have  been  designated. 

"I  am  concerned  about  these  criticisms  of  the  stand- 
I  »rd  metropolitan  statistical  area  and  the  number  of 


requests  for  changes  in  existing  boundaries  or  additions 
to  the  list,”  stated  Mr.  Weinberger.  "Of  course,  we 
cannot  afford  to  have  a  statistical  standard  if  its  criteria 
are  unsound.” 

"I  would  be  equally  concerned  if  the  standard  metro¬ 
politan  statistical  area,  a  statistical  concept  and  a  statistical 
standard,  is  shown  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which 
it  was  not  intended  and  for  which  it  is  not  appropriate. 
That,  too,  is  something  we  will  want  to  look  at  with  a 
view  to  suggesting  additional  standard  statistical  area 
concepts  that  could  be  more  appropriate  for  some  uses.” 

Federal  agencies  have  been  requested  to  identify:  (1) 
those  multijurisdictional  areas  used  in  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  programs,  (2)  the  legislative  or  other  authority 
which  requires  the  use  of  these  areas,  (3)  programs 
affected  by  their  use,  (4)  and  the  criteria  used  in  their 
definition. 

Separate  identification  is  sought  for  programs  bene¬ 
fiting  only  SMSA’s.  It  is  requested  that  equivalent  pro¬ 
grams,  if  any,  available  to  areas  outside  of  SMSA’s  be 
identified.

INDUSTRIAL  PRODUCTION  REVISION  VOLUME 

A  comprehensive  book  describing  the  1971  general 
revision  of  the  Federal  Reserve  industrial  production 
index  is  now  available.  'The  revision  represents  nearly 
a  decade  of  economic  research  and  statistical  develop¬ 
ment — work  on  the  monthly  data  for  electric  power  use 
by  industry  began  in  1957.  'The  first  chapter  of  the  390- 
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page  book  is  a  reprint  of  the  summary  results  initially 
presented  in  the  July  1971  Bulletin.  Charts  in  the  reprint 
have  been  updated  to  March  1972  and  there  have  been 
minor  changes  in  the  accompanying  text  and  production 
data,  as  reported  on  page  23  of  the  new  book  which  is 
available  for  purchase  as  noted  below. 

The  book  contains  134  pages  of  analytical  material 
and  74  special  exhibits — including  descriptive  tables 
which  list  all  individual  series  and  subtotals,  their 
sources,  and  relative  importance  in  1967  with  value- 
added  weights  and  in  1963  with  gross  values.  Index 
numbers  are  presented  back  to  1919  for  major  industry 
divisions  and  to  1947  for  major  market  and  industry 
groupings.  The  1963  gross  value  product  data  are  shown 
beginning  in  1954.  Revisions  are  described  in  classifica¬ 
tion,  in  series  (including  adjustments  for  levels  and 
monthly  movements),  and  in  weights  including  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  supplementary  gross  value  weights.  A 
special  annual  index  is  compiled  to  check  the  monthly 
index  as  a  measure  of  changes  in  net  output. 

The  latter  part  of  the  book  explores  various  analytical 
questions  raised  by  the  relation  of  the  new  production 
measures  to  other  information — including  foreign  trade 
flows  in  real  terms.  Comparisons  are  made  with  changes 
in  total  real  gross  product  and  other  constant  dollar  data 
on  developments  in  consumer  goods,  business  equipment, 
construction  products,  defense  and  space  equipment, 
business  inventory  changes,  durable  and  nondurable 
goods,  and  total  output  of  goods,  structures,  and  services. 
A  final  section  presents  alternative  measures  of  changes 
in  industry  of  labor  productivity,  production  values, 
prices,  and  unit  labor  costs.

Data  from  previous  Association  questionnaires  are  cur-  | 
rently  being  coded  and  will  be  used  to  provide  supple¬ 
mental  information  on  clinical  caseloads  and  manpower  ( 
needs.  , 
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The  ASHA  contract  is  one  of  four  that  have  been 
awarded  to  study  manpower  needs.  Other  contracts  are 
aimed  at  determining  the  status  of  manpower  in  neurolo¬ 
gy,  neurosurgery,  and  otolaryngology.

MOORE  LEAVES  AS  BLS  COMMISSIONER 

Dr.  Geoffrey  H.  Moore  leaves  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  this  month  to  return  to  private  life.  During 
his  four  years  as  Commissioner,  Dr,  Moore  initiated 
work  on  a  general  price  index,  a  general  wage  index, 
a  comprehensive  revision  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index, 
and  a  massive  annual  survey  of  occupational  safety  and 
health  conditions.  He  promoted  the  production  of  com¬ 
puter-plotted  charts,  which  now  accompany  all  major 
BLS  releases,  and  developed  a  monthly  Chartbook  of 
Prices,  Wages  and  Productivity.  In  the  analysis  of  the 
labor  market,  he  has  advocated  greater  attention  to 
the  duration  of  unemployment,  the  incidence  of  unem¬ 
ployment  through  job  loss,  and  changes  in  employment 
and  job  vacancies. 
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Before  joining  BLS  in  1969,  Dr.  Moore  was  Vice 
President  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Economic  Research, 
Inc.  He  is  a  former  President  of  the  American  Statis¬ 
tical  Association. 
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The  Bureau  of  the  Census  recently  published  the 
report  on  Occupation  by  Industry  from  the  1970  Census 
of  Population.  This  report  presents  national  data  cross¬ 
classifying  occupation  and  industry.  Shown  in  detail  is  a 
cross<lassification  of  384  occupation  and  227  industry' 
categories  for  employed  men  and  women.  The  content 
of  this  report  is  similar  to  the  one  for  I960  which  con¬ 
tained  a  less  detailed  cross  classification  of  occupation 
and  industry  for  data  on  age,  race,  and  sex,  but  in¬ 
corporates  five  new  tables  presenting  data  on  Spanish 
origin,  mean  years  of  school  completed,  mean  earnings 
in  1969,  self-employed  workers,  and  the  experienced 
unemployed.

EDUCATIONAL  ATTAINMENT:  MARCH  1972 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  has  published  a  report  on 
educational  attainment  in  the  United  States  in  1972. 
This  report  presents  data  on  the  educational  attainment 
of  the  population  14  years  old  and  over  by  age,  race, 
sex,  residence,  employment  status,  occupation,  and  in¬ 
come  for  the  United  States  and  regions.  Also  shown 
is  the  percent  of  persons  25  years  old  and  over  who 
have  completed  high  school  and  college  for  the  years 
1940  to  1972. 

The  proportion  of  persons  25  years  old  and  over 
who  completed  at  least  a  high  school  education  in¬ 
creased  from  25%  in  1940  to  58%  in  1972  and  the 
proportion  of  persons  who  completed  4  years  of  college 
increased  from  5%  to  12%  in  the  same  period.  The 
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report  also  shows  that  85%  of  whites  20  to  24  years 
old  have  graduated  from  high  school  compared  to 
about  60%  of  whites  25  years  old  and  over.  Among 
Negroes,  66%  of  those  20  to  24  years  old  were  at 
least  high  school  graduates  as  compared  with  37%  of 
those  25  years  old  and  over.

New  Disability  Studies. — ^Two  new  reports  from  the 
Social  Security  Administration’s  1966  survey  of  the  dis. 
abled  adult  population  in  the  United  States  were  recently  i 
published.  Entitled  The  Disabled:  Means  of  Meeting 
Medical  Care  Charges  (Report  No.  20)  and  Persond 
Care  and  Household  Help  Needs  of  the  Noninstitu.  i 
tional  Disabled  (Report  No.  21),  the  publications  were 
produced  by  SSA’s  Office  of  Research  and  Statistics. 
The  first  study  examines  the  specific  resources  utilized 
by  individuals  with  work-limiting  disabilities  to  meet 
medical  care  charges.  It  reports  that  seventy  percent 
of  the  total  United  States  disabled  population  were 
able  to  meet  charges  through  personal  resources,  with 
less  than  one-fourth  of  this  group  receiving  health  in¬ 
surance  benefits.  'The  second  study,  on  personal  and  I 
household  help  needs  of  the  disabled,  details  factors 
related  to  the  quantity  and  type  of  assistance  needed 
by  adults  with  work-limiting  disabilities  in  the  areas  i 
of  personal  care  and  household  activities.  'The  paper 
relates  diagnostic  groups  of  the  disabled  to  physical 
mobility,  sensory  limitations,  limitations  in  activities, 
need  for  bedrest,  and  use  of  special  adaptive  aids.

INTERGOVERNMENTAL  STATISTICAL  SEMINAR 

During  the  last  week  of  November  1972,  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  conducted  its  19th  intergovernmental 
seminar  on  Federal  statistics  for  State  and  local  gov¬ 
ernment  use.  A  total  of  28  representatives  from  State 
and  local  governments  and  planning  organizations 
attended  the  5-day  conference,  including  one  representa¬ 
tive  of  Statistics  Canada,  the  Canadian  government  sta¬ 
tistical  agency.  To  date,  approximately  500  participants 
have  attended  the  seminars. 

'Three  days  of  the  seminar  were  devoted  to  acquaint¬ 
ing  participants  with  various  phases  of  Bureau  of  the 
Census  programs.  Bureau  Director  George  H.  Brown 
led  the  agenda  with  a  welcome  to  participants  and  intro¬ 
ductory  remarks  concerning  the  Bureau’s  role  in  pro¬ 
viding  small-area  data.  Other  staff  members  spoke  on 
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covering  census  activities  for  revenue  sharing, 
census  geography,  results  and  trends  from  the  1970 
fjnsus,  research  and  evaluation,  population  estimates 
and  projections,  governments,  construction  and  housing 
statistics,  and  the  Bureau’s  role  in  collecting  demo¬ 
graphic  information  for  other  Federal  agencies.  Special 
panel  presentations  discussed  the  1972  Economic  Census 
programs,  and  the  programs  and  services  avaib.ble  from 
the  Bureau’s  Data  User  Services  Office.  In  addition,  a 
representative  of  the  government  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  described  a  professional  statistical  service  for 
local  governments.  Later  in  the  program,  participants 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  exchange  views  and 
experiences  with  each  other  during  a  scheduled  round¬ 
table  discussion. 


The  remaining  2  days  of  the  conference  saw  presen¬ 
tations  from  officials  in  other  agencies  of  the  Federal 
Government:  Office  of  Management  and  Budget;  Bureau 
of  Economic  Analysis,  Department  of  Commerce;  and 
the  Departments  of  the  Treasury,  Labor,  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  Transportation,  and  Health,  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  Welfare. 

A  feature  of  the  seminar  activities  was  a  special 
luncheon  at  which  Edward  A.  Fox,  Interim  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  Department  of  the 
Treasury,  spoke  on  the  new  revenue  sharing  program 
and  its  expected  impact  on  the  approximately  40,000 
State  and  Icxral  governmental  units.  (Ann  D.  Casey,

One 
part  of  the  supplement  will  obtain  information  on 
occupational  mobility  and  job  tenure  similar  to  that 
collected  in  1966  and  1968.  'The  second  part,  addressed 
to  persons  who  have  found  wage  and  salary  jobs  during 
1972,  will  relate  successful  methods  of  job  search  to 
selected  personal  and  scKioeconomic  characteristics  of  the 
respondents.

Information  will  be  obtained  on  the  age, 
sex,  and  race  of  each  patient,  the  reason  for  visiting  the 
doctor,  the  principle  diagnoses  made,  and  the  treatment 
or  services  ordered  or  provided.  Mcxlihcation  in  the 
basic  questions  and  the  addition  of  supplementary  items 
will  occur  as  the  program  progresses.
